Nothing further was heard 
of the matter until Speaker Cannon an- 
nounced today the appointment of Repre- 
sentative Shirley, of Kéntucky, to fill 
the vacancy on the committee. 


Williams in a Temper. 
Leader Williams was dumfounded. He 
and didn't hesitate to voice 
his displeasure. He feels that 
| the speaker is trifling with the minority 
|and ignoring its organization. He was 
in conference this afternoon with special 
close friends respecting the course he 
Should pursue and it is intimated he may 
try to induce Mr, Shirley to refuse the 
appointment. Failing in this, he may. 
wash his hands of the whole matter of 
committee recommendations and let the 
Speaker name both the republican and 
democratic members. 

Joe Bailey, of Texas, while minority 
leader of the house, and while Thomas 
Brackett Reed was speaker. was asked 
to make all the minority appointments. 
Bailey asked if the speaker would 
adopt his recommendations. The story 
g0es that Czar Reed promised that he 
would, but with the reservation that he 
would reject such as he saw fit. In 
reply to this Bailey affirmed that the 
speaker might then have the pleasure 
of naming the entire committee, as the 
democratic leader would have none of 
it. If Leader Willems refuses to make 
further recommendations for the ap- 
;proval or rejection of the speaker, his 
action will nOt be without precedent. 


Alleged Whisky Influence.

The inauguration of

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MRS. SAGE TAXED 


ON $50,000,000 


She Will Have to Pay the 
City of New York 
$810,000. 


New York, January !5.—The tax list 
made public yesterday has severa] inter- 
esting features. Chief of the 
fact that the tax assessors have writ- 
ten down the personal fortune left by 
Russell Sage at $50,000,000. This is eas- 
ily the biggest individual persona] tax 
ever recorded in the city’s books. Sage, 
in his life time, was assessed at $2,000.,- 
000. Mrs. Sage, to whom was left prac. 
tically all of the Sage fortune, is as- 
sessed on $5,000,000 in her own name. 
If the two statements stand. Mrs. Sage 
will have to draw her check in favor ot 
the city treasury for something like $810,- 
000 

Lawson Purdy, president of the tax 
board, is quoted as saying that the va!- 
uation of $50,000,000 put upon the per- 
sonal part of the Sage estate was made 
up from the data furnished by the ad- 
ministrators in connection with the will. 
Mr. Sage's fortune was different from that 
of almost any other rich man in New 
York city, consisting chiefly of cash, 
notes and other property which is tax- 
able under the head of personalty. For- 
tunes like those of Mr. Rockefeller, the 
Vanderbilts, the Goulds, and others are 
largely in stocks and other property 
which is taxed in another form and con- 
sequently does not appear in the official 
rating of personal fortunes. 

About half a dozen other New York- 
ers pay taxes on $1,000,000 or more of 
personal property. Andrew Carnegie 
heads this list with $5,000.000 and John 
ID. Rockefeller comes next at $2,500.- 
000.

Atlantic Coast Line Raises Wages 
All Along the Line. 

Wilmington, N. C., January 15.—It ig 
announced from the headquarters of the 
Atlantic Coast Line, effective January 1, 
a general increase has been made in the 
salaries of clerks, agents, trainmasttrs, 
dispatchers, section masters, ete. The 
percentage of the increase has not yet 
been computed, the object having been 
to make the advance general in all de- 
partments without regard to recent in- 
creases for efficiency and length of time 
in some branches of the service. The 
advance affects several thousand em- 
ployees on the three divisions of the sys- 
tem, and will increase the operating ex- 
penses of the road more than a quarter 
of a million dollars per year.

J. M. Dickinson, a prominent law- 
yer of Chicago and who is a frequent 
visitor to Atlanta, delivered an address 
tonight before the New York Bar As- 
sociation in session here. His speech was 
on “Centralization by Construction and 
interpretation of the Constitution,” and 
he said among other things: 

“The president in a speech 
Harrisburg last October said: 

‘‘In some cases governmental action 
must be exercised by the several states 
individually. In yet others it has become 
increasingly evident that no efficient state 
action is possible, and that we need, 
through executive action, through legisla- 
tion and through judictfal interpretation 
and construction of law to increase the 
power of the federal government.’ 

On the 12th of December last, In New 
York, Mr. Secretary Root said: 

"It is useless for the advocates of 
State's rights to inveigh against the su- 
premacy of the constitutional laws of the 
United States or against the extension 
of national authority in the fields of 
necessary control, where the states 
themselves fail in the performance of 
their duty. If the states fai} sooner 
or later construction of the constitution 
will be found to vest the power where 
ya P bce ag exercised in the national goy-

Tt does not continue by 
The constitution came into 
being only because it was sanctioned hy 
the government. If every principle of it 
should be abrogated, their nationality 
and right of government would survive 
When the colonies declared their inde- 
pendence they did not ipso facto become 
a nation. They carried with them no con- 
stitution which bound them together as 
one body-politic. They might have sought 
their happiness as independent 80V- 
ereigns. But civilization had advanced 
too far for such tedious processes, and 
war’ already rife demanded concert of 
of governmental 
The articles of confederation were 
for a ‘perpetual union between 
the states,” but each state retained its 
sovereignty, freedom and independence, 
and every power, jurisdiction and right 
not expressly delegated to the United 
States. 

“We must test the theory in regard to

Questions will arise, out of 
conditions, such, for instance, as those 
involved in the schooling of Japanese in 
San Francisco, which affect pecullarly 
a state or group of states, but the colh- 
stitutional principle involved is just a6 
likely to be invokeg in behalf of other 
states, upon conditions totally dissimilar. 

“The contest so long maintained be- 
tween the advocates of a strict, and those 
of a liberal construction has passed into 
history. Notwithstanding the flerce Op- 
position once existing, which found its 
highest official utterance in a veto mess- 
age of President Jackson, no one now 
questions the doctrines laid down by tne 
great chief justice that ‘the government 
of the union, though limited in its pow- 
ers, is supreme within its sphere of ac- 
tion;’ that it ‘though limited in Its pow- 
ers, is supreme; and its laws, when made 
in pursuance of the constitution form the 
supreme law of the land, “anything -f 
the constitution or laws of any siate to 
the contrary notwithstanding; ’ " that 
‘let the end be legitimate, let it be Wwith- 
in the scope of the constitution, and all 
means which are appropriate, which are 
plainly adapted to that end, which are 
not prohibited, but consist with the let- 
ter and spirit of the constitution, are 
constitutional.’

“Wilson Sayg that it should made 
clear that there were neither vacancies 
nor interferences between the limit of 
state and national jurisdictions, and that 
both juriedictions together composed only 
one uniform’ and comprehensive system 
of government and laws, and this is in- 
terpreted to mean that, whenever the 
states cannot act, because the need te 
he met Is not only of merely a single |o- 
cality, then the national government, rep- 
resenting all the people, should have com- 
plete power to act.
